Oil Shale Seen aa Great Industry 

Sunday's Islington Herald had 
an extensive writeup of the oil 
shale prospects, with particular 
reference to the Powell county 
shale. It is our pleasure to re- 
produce the article in full below j 

"With the possibility of the 
oil resources of the Halted States 
and other countries diminishing 
to such an extent that the de- 
mand exceeds the supply, the es- 
tablishment of plants for the re- 
lining of oil from oil shale looms 
up as the one means by which 
the world can be tupplid with oil 
and its by-products and yield 
enormous national wealth, ac- 
cording to Dr. Victor C. Alder- 
son, president of the Colorado 
School nf Mines, who last Monday 
spoke to the students of the Col- 
lege of Engineering of the LTni- 
versity of Kentucky, on the 
question. 

'T)r. Aldcrson is the foremost 
authority on oil shales in the 
United States, and has visited 
every country in which these 
valuable deposits are found. 
Monday afternoon, accompanied 
by Prof. 0. S. Cronse and W. K. 
Freeman, acting dean of the col- 
lege, he visited the oil shale at 
Clay City, Powell county. 

"Exhaustive experiments have 
been made at the University dur- 
ing the past two years in tin 
traction of oil from oil shale ai d 
a machine has recently been in- 
stalled which it is thinned i* cap- 
able of handling the oil shale in 
largo quantities Dr. Alderson 
visited the plant and was favora- 
bly impressed with the retort in 
use aud stated that it involves 
several important features, 
namely : 

"Correct fundamental prini- 
pies, continuous operation, boat 
control, control of the time the 
shale is in transit through the re- 
tort, use of steam which increas- 
es and produces oil products, 
control of gases and vapor6 in- 
volved by immediate su.tiou 
which prevents them being over- 
heated or spoiled iu formation. 

"In discussing the time it 
would take to exhaust the sup- 
ply of oil from the oil shale beds 
of Kentucky. Dr. Alderson esti- 
mated that 1,000 plants refining 
-'."•hi tons of shale a day each 
would have to be in operation 
125 years before the last drop 
of oil had been squeezed from 
the shale. The average thick- 
ness of the shale beds in Ken- 
tucky is 50 feet aud the amount 
of oil extracted is such that a 
paying commercial proposition is 
certain provided the retort is 
able to handle the product in one 
continuous motion, he said. 

"Kentucky has a plentiful 
supp'y of water near its oil shale

beds which will permit the use 
of steam for the extraction of 
ammonia sulphate which cannot 
be taken from the oil unless su 
perheated steam is used, he said. 
In Colorado, there are no oil 
shale beds located less than three 
miles from a water supply, which 
calls for the invention of a r« 
tort which will operate success- 
fully without it. In Kentucky, 
there is cheap open cut steam 
shovel mining and the shale is of 
a uniform grade. 

"The economic working condi 
tions are such that once the in 
dustry is put on its feet it can be 
placed on a commercial basis, he 
said. The retort installed at the 
University of Kentucky can han- 
dle about 15 tons of the shale at 
one time and has proved it can 
fulfill its purpose of extracting 
every {article of oil from the 
shale. 

"Secretary of the Interior Fall 
in his report for 19-J1 estimated 
that there are 700,000,000 barrels

At the 
request of either of the dominant par- 1 
ties, the county Board of M oe tto o Com- J 
missioners shall, not later than Ojto- I 
ber 1st, appoint two offi ;ers for any j 
precinct to purge the hooks of t hat pre- I 
afoel and who shall meet on Tuesday j 
after the first Monday in October. If| 
the two purging officers disagree, ap- 
peal maybe taken in the Cir-uit Court. 

The Registrniion officers to be ap- 
pointed by the regular Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners of each county in 
the same manner as regular election 
<>t!i -ers are appointed and not later 
fiaii the 20th day of June , tfM and 
MMMOilf thereafter. 

Registration is for the purpose of 
purifying elections in Kentucky. The 
greatest privilege enjoyed by citizens 
!• the right to vote. You can not vote 
unless You register on July 10 or 11.
